It was an astounding spec¬ 
tacle—the leaders of the two 
nations both talking at once 
with the Russian’s loud voice 
booming through the room. 

Khrushchev beat both his' 
pudgy fists on the desk where 
he sat in the rear of the Great 
Assembly Hall at some of Mac¬ 
millan’s sharp comments on 
Russia policy.

The scene yesterday was 
unpre<'edented in the history 
of the United Nations. There 
have been shouts from the 
floor before but never on such 
a .solemn occa.sion and involv¬ 
ing two heads of government. 

Khrushchev demonstrated he 
was going to be an ugly per¬ 
former shortly after the calm¬ 
voiced Macmillan began. He 
did not join in the warm 
applause of welcome nor the 
general laugh when Macmil¬ 
lan. turning ^to A s s e m b ky 


President Frederick Boland of 
Ireland, referred to^lhe "long 
relations" between Ireland and 
England. 

The Russian's first tantrum 
came when Macmillan rejected 
the idea of changing the post 
of secretary-general '■into a 
three-man panel. 

Macmillan’s remark brought 
applause. Suddenly Khrush¬ 
chev began pounding the table 
rhythmically with both fists. 

Macmillan turned to the 
brei^-up of the summit con¬ 


ference last May and started < 
to give his version of why it 
failed. 

Khru.shchev leaned forw’a*d 
in his seat, he pointed a wag¬ 
ging finger at Macmillan and 
shouted: 

"Yes, let us talk about Paris. 
Don’t send your spy planes to 
our country. Don’t send U-2."

Interpreting the News 
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The Presidential Debate

P ERHAPS the most striking feature of 
the television debate between Richard 
Nixon and John Kennedy is that it appar- 
enily has siin left s great many American 
voters SI much in doubt as ever on the 
choice to be made on election day. 

Before the event, national pulse-takers 
reported that the two fast-moving contest¬ 
ants for president were running neck-and- 
neck and there was some prediction 
among American commentators the tele¬ 
vision show would help fence-sitters leap 
to Republican or Democratic territory.

* Apparently nothing of tbe took 
^ place. While random polls showed that a 
few persons favoring one candidate de¬ 
cided to switch to the other, generally the 
hour-long spectacle merely tended to con¬ 
firm the viewers’ previous choice. 

But, the pollsters say. a great number 
of Americans still haven’t made up their 
minds how to cast ballots. To many of 
these voters, the joint television appear^ 
a nee may have been revealing In some 
ways, but apparently there didn’t aeem to 


be enough contrast between the two men 
to sway the bulk of the undecided. 

The advantages for the candidatei ia 
that they were able to reach a vast 
audience at one time. Networks estimated 
that perhaps 75,000,(X)0 viewed the dis¬ 
cussion.

They appeared a little stiff, a little 
nervous; so much so that Nixon at on^ 
time found himself making the stunning 
declaration of “getting rid of the farmers” 
before he corrected himself to “get rid of 
the surpluses.” 

Three morq^ of these national TV de¬ 
bates are to fellow. Just as a footjball 
coach reviews film of'the previous game 
to see where errors were made and how 
tactics can be improved, undoubtedly ad¬ 
visers to the two candidates now are 
busily engaged on a similar job. 

Meanwhile the Great Debate has ac> 
computed at least one thing—it has 
slimulated political conversation and ar¬ 
gument 


The better man, too, may lark the 
glamor of the less capable man. Nor 
Is glibness or repartee necessarily a 
criterion of ability. 

This is why proposals that Cana¬ 
dian politicians should indulge in 
Nixon-Kennedy type TV debates re¬ 
ceive a mixed reception. Not all par¬ 
ties have matinee idols or nimble 
orators ready to hand. 

On the score of appearance Ken¬ 
nedy is more handsome than Nixon 
and this may help him among femp 
Inine voters. It copkl be a handicap 
with male voters, however, since men 
don’t judge other men so much by 
their looks. On Monday night Nixon 
looked haggard, older than his years 
- -which are not many more than Ken¬ 
nedy’s.

Both men spoke readily—and it 
was off-the-cuff—In answer to ques¬ 
tions and in rebuttal. There was no 
fumbling or hesitation; that was a 
good mark for each. Kennedy prob¬ 
ably had the bei<t of the exchanges 
but Nixon sugge.<«ted a deep well of 
unspoken content. 

Nixon indeed seeivd slightly 
deferential at tiroes to his opponent, 
aa though being indulgent to a junior 
cofDPftltPL It waa a polite debate, 
without rancour. If It thus lacked 
spice for V)me watc^rs it was an 
example of how public affairs should 
be discussed. 

Personalities can be amusing but 
serious matters deserve serious adult 
treatment 

If anything Kenn«ly seemed the 
one most ready to break into spirited 
reply, whereas Nixon imiAled a 
reservoir of experiehet^ that could 
afford him calmness. 

Domestic problems being the crux 
of the debate some of it was not of 
linmedlate goncefn to Canadians. 
One things was apparent, however; 
each of these U.S. presidential con¬ 
tenders is a man of some substanco. 

If they lack anything It ia the 
aura'of greatneM, but this Is a qual¬ 
ity that the presidency determines. 
Few presidents have it before they 
enter the White House.

Defining the term “consumer 
credit,” the bank says it is generally 
regarded as meaning “contractual ob¬ 
ligations entered into by Individuals, 
a.s "consumers, but not as house 
buyers, for personal rather than 
business reasons.” 


Charge account debts, instalment 
buying and personal cash borrowing 
all come within the definition. By far 
the greatest increa.se has been in the 
last two categorie.s, with personal 
borrowing recently emerging aa the 
Ixrg^ of the three. 

“In many respects, the greater ex¬ 
pansion of consumer credit than of 


personal Income during the postwar 
period^has not represented an in¬ 
creasingly heavy burden of debt, but 
rather has reflected some of the deep- 
seated economic and social changes 
of our times.” the review continues. 

’To an imporant extent, thljfreg¬ 
ular payments that flow in large 
volume to lending institutions these 
days simply replace cash outlays of 
earlier years for the same services In 
a different form.”

If average rates of pay had not 
risen with little interruption during 
the postwar period, the bank says it 
is doubtful that people would be able 
to satisfy their desire to enjoy Hie 
benefits of having goods and services 
before, or while, paying for them.

On Sept 37 the Colonist published a very timely 
letter from Mr. T. L Hughes, executive secreUry of the 
SPCA, pleading for more control over the issuing of hunt¬ 
ing licences. 

The Victoria Natural History Society have also been 
urging fkia measure for some years, pointing out that 
anyone with the necessary few dollar* can obtain a permit 
to carry a gun from Sept 17 to Feb. 28. There would ap¬ 
pear to be no testa. 

Possibly the provincial fish and game branch are 
more concerned with selling licences than restricting their 
sale to responsible persons. This was particularly em¬ 
phasised last season when the wild shooting by irrespon¬ 
sible persons along our coasts and in the woods en¬ 
dangered the lives of the local resldenU; also by the in¬ 
discriminate shooting of protected birds. 

It Is not generally known that almost all birds, tn- 
cluding eagles, hawks and owls have been protected by 
federal and provincial sUtutes since the spring of last 
year.

Most cheerful news In muny ueeks for flsh-starved 
lower island anglers comes this week from the en¬ 
trance to Ju^ de Fuca Strait wheir more than 100 
gillnetters at the weekend picked up 40 salmpn each, 
and 85 per cent or 34 to a boat were i*oho. 

That is the best averasre commercial fishermen have ex¬ 
perienced In west coast waters so far this season and offers 
some hope of a small run of coho in Victoria waters any time 
now. 

Some coho have been picked up at Sooke and off Oak 
Bay and Victoria waterfront, but not yet in great numbers, 
although what there have been were big coho. 

Rhys Davis, fishing with Cliff Whipple, has had good 
success on the east side of James Island and off Sidney Spit. 
Sunday they got six fish from five to lO’i pounds, and half 
of them were springs and the re^t Coho. Wednesday they got 
three coho and two springs. They were using super strlp- 
teasers. no dodgA^. 100 feet of 12 or 15-pound test line, and 
four ounces of weight placed 15 feet from the lure. They 
trolled faster than normal, at a speed between trolling with 
a apoon and a fly.

Plant Peonies Now 


By M. V. C HKSM T. FKHS 
One garden Job which can he 
tackled now la the planting of per)ay 
roola. ITiese plants are so completely 
weatherproof, ao undemanding and 
flee fiOin pests and so satistyingly ^ 
bi'autiful as a cut flower that no 
garden ran he considered properly 
lurnlahfd without a few of them. 

This is the heat time to transplant 
them, too. ITie peony takes a brief 
nap Just at the close of the summer 
with many varieties the foliage 
turns red or bronze to signal this 
condition of su.spended animation 
and during this dormant period, 
plants may be lifted, divided and re¬ 
planted with very little shock or .set¬ 
back. And. of course, this applies 
equally to commercially grown roots 
they can he lifted, packaged, 
sold and replanted with every pros 
pect of taking hold find growing 
away n icely. 4 

« w 

In buying peony roots, I don’t 
think it pays to patronize the bargain 
counters. I have seen them offere« 
for as little as 25 cents each, but 
these are nearly always a small bit of 
root with only one single “eye” or 
growth bud. If you plant one of 
■ these, you’ll have one lonely leaf 
comfhg up next spring and you may 
have to wait as long as three years 
before you get to see any flowers. 


If your plants are to bloom next 
year, you must buy strong, sub¬ 
stantial clumps containing from three 
to five eyes. .Such roots are not ter¬ 
ribly expensive, running around a 
dollar for good named varietie.*;. and 
1 would he a little suspicious of roots 
offeied for less than 7.5 cents. 

For your guidance, here are a few 
varieties which have grown thriftily 
and bloomed prolifically in ray gar 
den. Tlie.se are not ne<*essarily the 
'best” kinds, but simply varieties 
with which I have had personal ex¬ 
perience: 

A ARAB BKRNHARDT .This is 
one of the best peonies for cutting, 
hearing large, beautifully .shaped 
flowers in apple-bloasom pink, prodi¬ 
gal with its hli^ins. and I have had 
as many as 14 lovely flowers from a 
single plant. * .^arah Bernhardt ha.s 
considerably more fragrance than 
most peonies and lasts a long time 
in Water. It is rather late in coming 
into bloom, which I think is an ad¬ 
vantage. for it keeps the show going 
after the early birds have packed up., 

t*ESTIVA MAXIMA — This is one 
of the early birds, and Is the first 
hybrid peony to open its blooms in 
my garden. Very Urge white flowers, 
as big and as round as a grapefruit, 
with flecks of crimson on the centre 
petals. One small fault is a tendency 
to floppiness in the foliage, easily 


controlled with a few stakes and ft 
string around its middle. 

I.R CYONE — An early bloomer. 
The .Swan is unquestionably the best 
of the whites, with lovely incurved 
pcUls like those of an expen.sive hot¬ 
house chrysanthemum. It is a slow 
grower, though, and roots planted 
Uiis fall—even first-class roots - may 
iK>t bloom until the summer of 1962. 

KARL ROSENFIKLD The dark¬ 
est of the red peonies and a strong 
grower, needing no stakes. Brilliant 
and vny showy, hut unfoiiunately 
without any fragrarice. 

.HOI..ANGE I believe this on# 
attracts more attention fpom visitors 
than any other pAony In our garden. 
The color is difficult to describe - 
creamy white, hut suffused with a 
reddish golden light, rather like red 
sunset on a white cloud. The huds 
are ver\ tight and the plant seems to 
have some difficulty In opening them, 
hut a srhall dose of saltpetre when 
color shows in the bud will soon put 
things right. 

I'ERN LEAFED PEONY — Some¬ 
times called the Chinese peony, this 
one is not a hybrid but a “wild” 
species, with foliage like a fern and 
rich red double blooms often mis¬ 
taken for roses. The plant is dwarf 
and compact, very early in bloom, 
and is about the most satisfactory 
subject 1 know for planting up a 
grave.

Once the wild bee As trapped 
in the bee box the most deli¬ 
cate part of the hunt gets 
under way. 

The bee must be “tagged” 
In such a manner It can be 
easily followed with the naked 
eye. 

Using a soft camel-haired 
brush and a toucIT of white oil 
paint the bee is carefully 
marked. If no paint is avail 
able a fleck of thistle down is 
atUched to the bee. 

The thistle down ir not 
too good,** she admitted “it 
sometimes Interferes with the 
bee’s flying characteristics.” 

A wild bee seldom wanders 
more than a few miles from its 
hive; it travei about five miles 
an ii^r and takes about two 
minutes to unload its cargo. 
Armed with these statistics, 
the bee huntqr releases the 
bee and the hunt gets under 
way. The hunter follows the 
bee and If outdistanced resorts 
to the use of field glasses. 

Meanwhile, the horizon Is 
carefully scanned for signs of 
a dead tree or any other 
able quarters the bee might 
use for a headquarters. 

When the hive is found the 
tree is carefully marked. The 
bees are not disturbed until 
late fall whep they have com¬ 
pleted the summer’s harvest 
ing operation.

(UPI» - A tabl# thumping, 
finger pointing Nikita Khrush¬ 
chev broke into British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan's 
United Nations address and 
shouted furiously In Russian 
until Macmillan had to cease 
speaking. 

The silver - haired,' suave 
Macmillan paused, as the 
asaemblV president gavelled 
loudly for order. Then the 
prime ndnlster resumed speak¬ 


ing after remarking that 
Khrushchev needed a trsns*— 
lator 

It was an astounding sp«H'* 
tacie the leade^ of the two 
nations both talking at once 
with the Rus.slan's loud voice 
booming through the room. 

Khrushchev beat both his 
pudgy fists on the desk where 
he sat in the rear of the bright 
TV lights in the Great As- 
semMy Hall at some of ‘Mac¬ 
millan's sharp comments on 
Russia policy. 


Tite scene yesterday was 
unprecedented in the history 
of the United Nations. There 
•have been shouts from the 
fk^or hefoi^ hut never on such 
a ^lemn occasion and involv¬ 
ing two Heads of government. 

Khrushchev demonstrated he 
was going to be an ugly per¬ 
former shortly after the calm¬ 
voiced Macmillan began. He 
did not join in the warm 
applause of vyelcome nor the 
general laugh when Macmil¬ 
lan. turning to Assembly 


President Frederick Boland of 
Ireland, referred to the "long 
ndirtiohs" between Ireland and 
^gland. 

The RMs.sian'8 first tantrum 
came when Macmillan rejected 
the idea of changing the post 
of secretary-general into a 
three-man panel. 

Macmillan's remark brought 
applau.se. Suddenly Khrush¬ 
chev began pounding the table 
rhythmically with both fists. 

Macmillan tujmed to the 
break up of the summit con¬ 


ference last May and started 
to give hit version of why it 
lailed. 

Khrushchev leaned forward 
in his seat, he pointed a wag¬ 
ging finger at .Macmillan and 
shouted: 

"Yes. let us talk about Paris. 
Don’t send your spy planes to 
our country. Don’t send U-2.” 

Indian Premier Jawaharlal 
Nehru and other delegates 
turned around in surprise.

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. 
(UPt) — A tab'r-thumplnf. 
finger-pointing Nikita Khrush¬ 
chev broke into British Prime 
Minister Hsrold Maomlllan's 
United Nations address and 
shouted furiously in Russian 
until Macmillan had to ceasa 
speaking. 

Tht silver • haired, suave 
Macmillan paused, as the 
assembly president gavelled 
loudly for order. Then the 


prime minister resumed speak* 
ing after remarking that 
Khrushchev needed a trans¬ 
lator. 

It was an astounding spec¬ 
tacle—the leaders of the two 
nations both talking at once 
with the Russian’s loud voice 
booming through the room. 

Khrushchev beat both his 
pudgy lifts on the desk where 
he sat m the rear of the Great 
Asaen^y Hall at some of Mac- 
sharp comments on 
R lU poUcy.

Khrushchev demonstrated Hi 
was going to be an ugly per¬ 
former shortly after the calm¬ 
voiced Macmillan began. He 
did not Join in the warm 
applause of welcome nor the 
general laugh whet^ Macmil¬ 
lan. turning to Assembly 


► President Frederick Boland of 
Ireland, referred to the ‘‘long 
. relatlon8‘/ between Ireland and 
England. 

The Russian s first tantrum 
came when Macmillan rejected 
the idea of changing the post 
of secretary-general into a 
three-man panel. 

Macmillan’s remark brought 
applause. Suddenly Khrush¬ 
chev, began pounding the table 
rhythmically with both fists. 

Macmillan turned to the 
break-up of the summit con¬ 


ference last May and start(>d 
to give his version of why it 
failed. ' ' 

Khrushchev leaned forSard 
in"his seat, he pointed a wag¬ 
ging finger at Macmillan and 
shouted: 

“Yes. let us talk about Paris. 
Don’t send your spy planes to 
our country. Don’t send U-2.”
